Wolf Monitoring Activities

Smucker captured and collared a 2-year old fenmallea Trail Creek pack on the Lost Trail /
Chief Joseph Pass area.

Bradley has been working in the areas of the Bk Baterroot, Divide, and Sula packs at the
south end of the Bitterroot Valley.

Laudon and Rich wrapped up trapping efforts inSkaean Valley for the Squeezer pack and an
unknown pack adjacent to it. Pups and an unkn@aaio+collared wolf were confirmed in the
unknown pack. They scanned the list of “missingflar frequencies (collared wolves that are
no longer in the packs in which they were originatptured) and did not hear any.



Boyd and Whitehead have been working in the Laaek1(either did not use last year’'s den or
denned in a different place ) and Murphy Lake (dlegpand pups confirmed) pack territories

Asher has been working along the Absaroka — Betirtiaae scouting and following up on wolf
reports.

Wolf Litigation: On May 2¢', Judge Malloy heard oral arguments in regardsremaest for a
preliminary injunction (would place the specieskander federal regulations) while the main
northern Rockies delisting litigation proceeds. oh$riday June 13, no ruling had been issued.

On June 12, the FWP Commission considered a prbfmseatablish a quota for a wolf season in
the fall of 2008, pending a federal court rulingarequest for an preliminary injunction. The
Commission approved a tentative wolf hunting quasté5 wolves statewide and is requesting
public comment. Last February, Commission hadiptesly approved the structure of a wolf
hunting season, including creation of three wolhagement units. The proposed statewide
guota would be as follows: 38 in Northern Montanadlf management unit 1, with a subquota
of two wolves in the North Fork Flathead Subuni;,wolves in Western Montana's wolf
management unit 2; and 15 in Southwestern Montava@fsmanagement unit 3. . To comment,
go to the FWP web site &tp.mt.govon the Hunting page and click on the red linkem@hents
may be mailed to: FWP-Wildlife Division, Attn: PublComment, P.O. Box 200701, Helena,
MT.
